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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jacobson et al. 
(US 5,866,900). 

Re claims 1-3, Jacobson et al. discloses a method comprising the steps of: detecting 
energy from a scene 14 in a focal plane array 32, generating an output, and correcting the output 
generated by a first subset of detectors and the output generated by a second subset of detectors 
using the correction provided to the first subset of detectors (Col. 1, 54-67; Col. 2, 1-9). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-35 are allowed. 

Claims 4-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 4 recites the limitation of a blackbody source defined by a blackbody density 
function. 
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Claim 5 recites the limitation of a method comprising the step of adjusting each 
detector's gain to one and each detector's bias to zero in the first subset of the detectors. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation of a method comprising the step of adjusting each 
detector's gain to one and each detector's bias to a defined value in the first subset of the 
detectors. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation of a method comprising the step of adjusting each 
detector's gain to a preset value and each detector's bias to zero in the first subset of the 
detectors. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation of a method comprising the step of adjusting each 
detector's gain to a preset value and each detector's bias to a defined value in the first subset of 
the detectors. 

Re claim 13, prior art teaches correcting at least one first and at least one second detector 
to generate an image based on the corrected information whereas the applicant recited the 
limitation of calibrating at least one first detector to generate a calibration information and 
generating an image using at least one second detector, wherein the generated image is altered as 
a function of the calibration information. 

Claim 28 recites the limitation wherein each inner detector generating a readout signal 
according to: y n (i j) = a n , s (i 5 j)z n (i j) + b n (i,j) where a n , s (i j) and b n (i j) are gain and bias for each 
inner detector having coordinates i and j with the readout signal measured at time n. 

Claim 3 1 recites the limitation wherein the imaging system provides a first and a second 
off-axis parabolic mirror. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's main argument is that Jacobson fails to teach every limitation as recited 
in claim 1. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Jacobson teaches in column 1, lines 54-67 that 
after generating an output by a first and second detector element, the first and second detector 
elements are adjusted based on the correction provided by at least the first detector element. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Christy et al (US 6,232,614) discloses a low-temperature blackbody radiation source.
